However, all claims have been examined. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 4, 10, 11, 16, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 lacks a period.

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In the definition for X 1 in claim 1, and for R 4 in claim 1 1, the word "particularly" renders 
the claims indefinite; the term "N+R 5 " should be amended to read — N*R 5 «. 

In claim 4, the terms "alkoxyalkyl" for R 2 , and "hydroxyalkyl, alkoxyalkyl" for R 5 lack 
antecedent basis in claim 1 . 

In claim 10, the group X 1 is not defined. 

In claims 16 and 19, the term "alkoxyalkyl" for R lacks antecedent basis in claims 15 
and 18, respectively. 

The compound claims as drafted avoid the compounds disclosed in the references cited in 
the IDS, i.e., Ohashi et al (WO 93/05763) and Wirth et al (EP 0 206 998). 

The double patenting rejection of all claims will be maintained until this application is 

otherwise in condition for allowance.
